The word safety'* descriixs a gun’s trigger 
block mechanism, sear block mechanism, 
hammer bltKk mechanism or firing pin l)kx*k 
media ni.s in, ' 111 esc mechanical devices aa* 
designed to place your gun in a SAFER sta- 
tus. No guarantee can I>e made that the gun 
w ill not fire even if the "safet> * is in the “on 
safe” position. Tile Auto-5 has a cross lx)lt 
salety ’ which blocks the gun’s trigger. See 
Operation of the Safety” on page H for in- 
structions on operation of this gun s “safetv. ” 



LIKE ANY MECHANICAL DEVICE, A

If an obstruaion is seen, no mat- 
ter how small it may be. clean the l>ore with 
a cleaning ixkI <ind patch as described in 
‘ Cleaning and Maintenance Suggestions’* on 
page 17. Before the first firing, clean the bore 
with a cleaning rod and patch, and wipe 
away any anti-rust compounds in the action/ 
chamber areas.

In conventional gun terminology' . the position 
and movement of gun pans are descril>ed as 
they occur with the gtin horizontal and in nor- 
mal firing position: i.e„ the muzzle is forward or 



front: butt stock is rear%\'ard or rear: trigger is 
downward or underneath; the rib is upward or 
on top. See figure 1 for name.s of all parts and 
as.semblies cov^ered in disassembly and cleaning 
procedures. 




Seria! Number

Ammunition 

Aulomatic-5 Magnum Models are designed to 
shoot and function witli factory' 3" Magnum and 
2 }/A" High Velocity lead and steel shot loads. 
However, Browning can assume no responsibil- 
ity for incidents which occur through the use of 
cartridges of nonstandard dimension or chose 
developing pressures in excess of standards es- 
tablished by the Sporting Anns and Ammunition 
Manufacturer's Institute (SAAMI). 

General Operating Procedures 

The Browning Automalic-5 shotgun is a recoil 
operated, semi-automatic slioigun. The breech 
bolt locks into the barrel. Upon firing, recoil 
causes the barrel and breech lx)lt to travel rear- 



ward. lecocking the hammer. After full ^e5lf^vard 
travel, the l)reech lx>l( unlock.s from the barrel. 

The barrel begins fonvard ntovemem an iasiam 
before the breech lx)li lx*gins fonvard travel. 
This split second delay lets the Ixmel ‘gel 
ahead" of the breech bolt, which is holding the 
spent shell with dual extractors. This accom- 
plishes extraction. Ejection occur w'hen the 
ejector, located in the barrel extension, strikes 
(he rim of the spent shell during fonvaal travel 
of the barrel. During fonvard travel of the lx)li. 
a fresh round from the magaxine is fed into the 
chamber. After the last shell ha.s been fired, the 
breech bolt locks open, instead of returning 
fully home. This facilitates speedy, convenient 
reloading. 

Tliis operation is semi-automatic: the trigger 
must be leleased and pulled to fire each succes- 
sive shot.

Assembly Procedures 

CH£CK YOUft GUN CAREFULLY TO BE 
ABSOLUTELY CERTAIN THAT THE CHAMBER, 
FEED MECHANISM AND MAGAZINE CONTAIN 
NO SHELLS. 

Tlic Auio-5 is delivered, in the box, with the 
barrel remov'ed and the forearm as,sembled on 
the magazine iuIk*. Perform (he following steps 
to a.ssemble your Aulo-5 and make it ready for 
.sluK)(ing. 



1 Pull reanvard on the ope la ling handle and 
draw the breech boll rearw'ard where it will 
remain locked l)ack. Rest the bull end of the 
stock firmly on any convenient rigid surface. 
With the left hand, pull rearward on the fore- 
arm to a)umerdci the forvard thrust of the 
recoil spring around (he magazine lube. With 
iIk‘ right liand unscrew the magazine cap. 
Slide the w'ooden foreann forward off the 
magazine tube. 

DO NOT SQUEEZE HARD ON THE OPEN 
REAR END OF THE FOREARM. TOO MUCH 
PRESSURE COULD CAUSE THE WOOD TO 
SPLIT. 

2 Tlie Auiomaiic-5 is delivered with the maga- 
zine adaptor in the magazine which limits the 
gun (0 three shots total (to comply with Fed- 
eral migratory bird regulations). If you do not 
warn your gun to I>e so limited, merely lake 
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out the plug, (he end of which you will see in 
llie exposed end of che magazine wbc. The 
gun will then be a 5 shot semi*auiomalic.(See 
Figure 2.) 

If a( some future time you wish to limit your 
gun to three shots again, take the adaptor 
and pass the shaft through the hole in the 
magazine spring retainer which is exposed in 
the end of the magazine tube. With this shaft 
projecting into the magazine, press or lightly 
tap the head of the adaptor to force the 
magazine spring retainer downward until the 
head of the plug Is on a level with the end of 
ilie magazine tul)e if it is not already so. Then 
proceed with assembly as follows: 

3 Check the friction ring setting to be sure the 
friction rings are set according to the loads 
you plan to shoot. See pages 9 and 12 for 
proper setting of friction rings. Place the bar- 



rel guide ring around the magazine tube and 
force (he l^arrel rearrv'ard against the resis- 
tance of (he recoil spring while guiding the 
Ixirrel extension into the receiver. Note the 
guides on the barrel extension which must be 
placed in the receiver tracks (See Figure 3). 

4 With (he left liand maintaining rearward pres- 
sure against the barrel to the point where the 
front end of the barrel extension is even with 
or slightly inside of the front end of the re- 
ceiver (See Figure 4), replace the forearm 
over the magazine tube and screw the maga- 
zine cap on tightly. Be careful not to squeeze 
the rearward end of the forearm. Squeezing 
too hard may cause it to crack (See Figure 5).

Disassembly Procedures 

CHECK YOUR GUN CAREFULLY TO BE

Operation of the ‘‘Safety"

ger guard and has an enlarged head on the right 
side designed to Ik‘ conspicuous ON SAFE”, 
hence, a sliooier is not likely to lose a shot through 
failure to notice that liis “safety" is on. The enlarged 
head also aids \'ou to move the safety to FIRE po.sj- 
(ion with unusual speed and convenience.

Tltis gun has Inren designed sj)ecially for the 
3-inch magnum loads. Ho\ve\^*r, 2 3/4" magnum 
loads or 2 3/4" high velocity loads may be used 
if the recoil mechanism us adjusted as follows. 

1 Remove the top friaion brake and the top 
two friaion rings as shown in Figure 10. Tills 
is also the correa selling for all steel shot 
loads. The top friction rings and brake should 
Ix' removed entirely and not simply placed 
under the recoil spring. 

2 Be sure (hat the removed parts are placed in 
a safe place w'here they will not be lost. You 
will undoubtedly want to later readjust your 
gun to 3-inch magnum loads.

BROWNING AUTOS SHOTGUN 



Parts List: Auto-5 Sem'hAutomatic Shotgun Magnum 12 and 20 Gauge 
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NEVER UNDER ANY CIRCUMSTANCES RE- 
MOVE THE BRONZE FRICTION PIECE FROM 
ITS POSITION REARWARD OF THE BARREL 
GUIDE RING. If the gun is fired with eillier the 
friction ring or the recoil spring in direct con- 
tact wit!) the barrel guide ring, the rear surface 
of the barrel guide ring will l)e deformed. Re- 
moval of the lironze friaion piece permits an 
excess of recoil. You will be gelling unneces- 
sary' recoil, ilierel)y pounding the media nism 
of your gun severely. You will note, howev'cr. 
that the mechanism must receh'e a certain 
amount of force if it is to operate automati- 
c*:illy. The addition of any sort of weight to a 
barrel will have somewhat the siime effect. 
Wlien such factors as these are intmduaxL 
care must be given to suitable adjustment of 
the friction ring setting. It is desirable to utilize 
the setting for heavy loads as long as ihe 
median Ism functions properly. When resis- 
tance to recoil is too great to permit proper 
ejection, the light load setting should lie used. 

Oil on the Magazine Tube 

Whether (he friction ring is set for heavy loads 
or light loads, the amount and kind of oil on the 
magazine tube will, by varying the amount of 
friction, have an effect upon tlie amount of re- 
coil, In general, the more oil that is put on the 
magazine tube (or bronze friaion piece), the 
easier this friction piece will slide on the tube; 
hence, a greater degree of recoil will be ob- 
tained. 

if you are firing a light load and the gun fails to 
eject, the addition of oil to (he magazine lube in 
the region of the bronze friaion piece will suffi- 
ciently increase recoil to a point satisfaaory' for 
good ejection. 

Oil which congeals in cold weather or depasiis 
gummy residue may reduce recoil to the point 
where the gun will fail to ejeti. Use a high qual- 
ity lubricant. Occasionally clean the magazine 
lube and relubricate. If temperatures of ten to 



thirty degrees below freezing are likely to be 
encountered, it is best to utilize an oil which 
maintains iLs fluidity in such temperatures. 
Browning Gun Oil is particularly well suited for 
this purpose. 

Should )X)u ever experience ejection problems, 
one or more of the following may be the cause: 

1 Insufficiem oil on the magazine tube, rust, 
gum, or liardencd grease, any of w'hich may 
interfere with normal operation of the recoil 
sSpring and friaion pieces. 

2 Tlie friaion rings and brakes are not properly 
SCI. 

3 A slight swelling of the forearm (sometimes 
unavoidable un^*r conditions of excessive 
exposure to moisture) may cause sufTicieni 
resistance to the barrel to affec't nonnal op- 
eration. If a side of the Ixirrel shows signs 
that it Is rubbing agiiinsi the forearm, the ap- 
plicition of a fine piece of emey cloth to lire 

interfering portion of the ittside of the fore- 
arm will quickly reaify the problem. 

Using the Speed Loading Feature 

WARNING: WHENEVER LOADING, ALWAYS BE 
CERTAIN THA T THE MUZZLE 1$ POINTED IN A 
SAFE DIRECTION AND THAT THE SAFETY IS 
'VN SAFE”. KEEP YOUR HAND AWAY FROM 
THE EJECTION PORT TO AVOID BEING STRUCK 
BY THE BREECH BOLT, WHEN THE ACTION 
CLOSES. 

The Browning Auto-5 shotgun is equipped with 
the speed loading system. Its design will enable 
you to load faster and easier. It is not necessary 
to press the bolt release button on the riglu side 
of the receiver during the loading process, and 
the same procedure is used in loading the first 
shell into the chamter as in loading the remain- 
ing shells into the magazine.

CALLY OR MANUALLY— THE SHOTGUN IS

1 BE SURE THE MUZZLE IS POINTED IN A 
SAFE DIRECTION AND THE ‘SAFETY'^ IS 
“ON SAFE”. If the l)reech bolt is noc already 
open, pull reanvard on the openuing handle 
until the breech bolt locks back. The gun is 
now ready to load 



1 Hold the gun with either right or left hand at 
the grip or forearm as you prefer or are ac- 
customed. With the opposite hand, merely 
introduce the front end of the shell into the 
under side of the receiver and thrust com- 
pletely forward as if loading the magazine — 
then release the pressure of yotir thumb. (Sec 
Figure 11.) The shell is imm^iately and auto- 
matically driven rearward, tripping the feed 
mechanism, and delivered instantly into the 
chamber without further manipulation. The 
breech boll automatically closes during the 
loading operation. 

5 THE GUN IS NOW LOADED AND READY FOR 
FIRING. To load the magazine, continue the 
same procedure, slipping shells past the car- 
rier Into the magazine until the latter is full. 
(Without the magazine plug, the magazine 
will hold 4 shells; 2 shells if the plug has 
been inserted.) Be sure to insert each shell 
completely into the magazine before releas- 
ing. 



The speed loading system is equally conve- 
nient for right or left-hand shooters. The in- 
stant delivery' of the first shell to the cliamber 
in one simple operation eliminates entirely 
the conventional process of dropping the first 
shell into the open receiv'er pon and then 
pressing the bolt release button on the right 
side of the receiver to close the action. The 
beJt release button Is still provided to close 
the action on an empty' chaml>er, if desired. 

CAUTION: DO NOT PRESS THE BOLT 
RELEASE BUTTON AND LET THE BOLT 
SLAM HOME WITH THE BARREL REMOVED 
FROM THE ACTION. 

When the l)aiTcl is installed, the breech bolt 
stops against the barrel extension, preventing 
any damage. With (he barrel removed, how- 
ever, the operating handle will forcefully 
strike the from edge of the ejection port caus- 
ing damage to the receiver. If you wish to 
close the bolt with the barrel removed, be 



sure to hold the o|)crjiing handle as you de- 
press the Ixilt release button. Let the l)olt ride 
liome slowly. 

UnlOBding Your Auto-5 

CAUVON: WHENEVER UNLOADING, ALWAYS 
BE CERTAIN THAT THE MUZZLE 1$ POINTED IN 
A SAFE DIRECTION AND THAT THE “SAFETY” 
IS “ON SAFE” 

Ttie recommended way to unload the Auto- 5 is 
simply to grasp the operating handle and cycle 
the action until all rounds are ejected. ALWAYS 
INSPECT THE CHAMBER, ACTION AND MAGA- 
ZINE VERY CAREFULLY AFTER UNLOADING TO 
BE SURE ALL LIVE ROUNDS ARE CLEARED 
FROM THE GUN. 

Breech Remains Open After the Last 
Shot 

The breech of the Auio-5 remains open after the 
last shot has been fired. This allows convenient 
and fast reloading as follows: 




1 Place I he 'safety" In ihe ‘on safe” posiiion. 

2 Drop an appropriate sIkHI into iIk* open 
breech. 

3 Close (he action by depressing ii»e bretvh- 
block release button. 

EVEN WITH THE BREECH OPEN AFTER 
SHOOVNG, DO NOT ASSUME YOUR 
SHOTGUN IS UNLOADED. ALWAYS iNSPECT

Operation of ihe Magazine Cut-off 

Tile magazine cut-off is locaicd ai ihc iVoni end 
of the lefl side of tile receiver (See Figure 12). 
Thi.s cul-off has (he purp<xse of locking die 
shells in Ihe magazine so that they will not feed 
into the chamber. This permits you quickly to 
change the load in (lie chamlx‘r of the gun with- 
(HI I going to the trouble of unloading the whole 
magazine. In tliis way a duck load can quickly 
be laken out and a goose load inserted, if the 
need arises. 

To operate the magazine cut-off. merely pull ilie 
cul-off lever lyack (See Figure 13). This will lock 
the shells in the magazine. Push the cul-off lever 
fon.vard when you desire to release the shells in 
the magazine so that they will feal automati- 
cally as the gun is Fired. 



With the magazine cut-off in operation, the 
chamlxr emjHy, and the breech licit locked in 
the a*ar%vard |X)silkm. a shell may be instantly 
delivered from (he magazine to the chamber liy 
merely ptishing the magazine ciit-ofl‘ forward. 

Invector Interchanseable Choke System 

All current Aulo-3 shotguns have barrels tliat are 
threaded to acxvpi (he Brown ing Invecior-lHus 
Interchangeable Choke System, You may con- 

llrm this hy glancing on the riglu .side of your 
Iwrrel where the specifications are in, scribed, 
and where the choke markings are noniially lo- 
cated. All older Auio-5 models and ihe Auto -5 
Buck Special are conventionally choked. The 
word, IN VECTOR denotes that ihe l^arrel is 
ilircaded. The degree of choke tube is indicated 
twice on each choke lube: Inscrilied on the side 
of (he uiIk*. and indicated wiih a “notch" code 
on the top rim of the tulx. In vector Choke 
Tulx’s are made with tejnpered steel and are 
fully cx)mpa(ible with all FACTORY AMMUNI- 
TION (loaded in cx)mp!iance with SAAMI speci- 
fications) including Magnum lead and steel shot 
loads and rified slug loads. 

DO NOT FIRE THIS SHOTGUN WITHOUT HA VING

INVECTOR TUBE SELECTION 

To help you chcKise the correci choke lulw for each 
Ininting situation, all Browning In vector choke 
luix's are inscrilxd on the side with the patterns 
they pnxJuce with both lead and steel shot. Each 
Inveclor lube* also has notches in the lop rim of the 
lulx’- These notches are a code to allow you to de- 
termine the choke designation while the lulx is in- 
stalled.

To move point of impact to the RIGHT, loosen 
the small screw on the right side of the sight.

Cleaning and Maintenance Suggestions 

PERIODIC OILING — 

Ordinarj' g(x;d judgment will indicate that the 
metal parts of the gun should receive a li^it 
film of oil after the gun has l>een exposed to 
weather or handling. 

Occasionally, a small drop of oil may be placed 
on each receiver track in which the breecli Iwlt 
and barrel extension guides run during opera- 
tion (See Figure 16). This will help to relieve 
friction and insure smooth operation. 

00 NOT POUR LARGE QUANTITIES OF OIL IHTO 
THE ACTION. A LARGE EXCESS OF OIL Will 
RUN BACK mo THE WOOD OF THE STOCK 
AND CAUSE SOFTENING OF THE WOOD, WITH 
CONSEQUENTIAL LOOSENING OF THE STOCK. 



CLEANING YOUR AUTO^S 

The correct procedure for cleaning your Auto-5 

shotgun is as fol I con's: 

BE CERTAIN YOUR SHOTGUN'S MAGAZINE, 
FEED MECHANISM AND CHAMBER ARE 
UNLOADED. PLACE THE ^‘SAFETY" IN THE “ON 
SAFE" POSITION AND LOCK THE BOLT TO THE 
REAR. ALWAYS WEAR PROTECTIVE SAFETY 
GLASSES DURING ALL DISASSEMBLY AND 
CLEANING PROCEDURES. 

1 Remove the barrel so i\u\ it can be cleaned 
from the breech end. 

2 Using a shotgun cleaning rod with tij) and 
patch large enough for a snug fit in the bore, 
insert the rod and patch in the breech end of 
tlic barrel and run back and forth through the 
tlic lx)re several times. Remove and wipe the 
In vector tulx;, tube threads and barrel 
threads, and lightly oil. 

3 Ins|X*ci ilie lx)re from lx)th ends foi' leading 
l>y looking i (trough the tx)re toward light. 

Leading will appear as dull longitudinal 
.Streaks and is usually more predominate near 
the mu7>zie and just forward of the chamber, 

4 A normal amount of leading c'an lx* expected 
with today s high velocity loads and improved 
wads but (his is not serious. If or when lead- 
ing should become l)eavy, it can be removed 
with a brass lx)re brush. Make sure a choke 
tube Is installed. Spray the tore or tlie bore 
brush with a good powder solvent, and scrub 
tire bore until leading is removed. To |)revent 
brass bristles from breaking off, the brush 
should be pushed completely through the 
bore before Ixing withdrawn. 

5 After leading has been removed, the bore 
slwuld be wiped dry with a clean patch, and 
ilren a lightly oiled patch run through it for 
preserv'ation. 
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6 11 ihc gim has been exp<xsecl lo much du.sl, 
din, mud or water, tlie principal working 
pans should Iw wiped clean and lubricated 
with a light film of oil. Browning Oil Ls ax* 
om mended. 

7 The magazine tube on the Auiomatic-5 
should be wiped dean of all din and grit, and 
then lubricated lightly with an oiled patch. 
The friction pieces should I)e asseml)led ac- 
cording to the loads to lx‘ used, as coveaxl 
previously. 

8 Reassemble barrel and wipe all expased 
metal surfaces \\ iih an oiled clot It making 
suie CO wipe gun dean of all finger inadcs 
where moisture will accumulate. 

9 The barrel and action should be inspected to 
assure that all cleaning patches haw Ixxm
